Roberts Discusses Racial 
|Problems ol^^atti Africa 



/ Toronto. — (CUP)— Mr. Robcrtj», 
';^Hlgh Commissioner of South Atri- 
|ca, said In a talk to the Interna- 
Jvtlonai Relations ■ Ciiib j here thit 
wthere has been hoistillty'" amongst 
the various groups In South Africa 
for hundreds of years and that 
party politics has always' tostercJ 
^ ^and even found it necessary, to stir 
' MP hatred. 

He said that South Africans arc 
always looking to the past, never 
j . to the future, making it easy to 
I'^Mc up hatreds by reference to old 
HjT^usUcpj. Ùntortunatelyî^jît is the 
Vjj^ebple who did not even teke part 
tin t these Injustices who are most 
fitter now. 

r . Long Race Conflict 
Mr. Roberts referred to the lonj 
! vVconflict between thc^^fDdlch j Atri- 
' ican'eers and' the'Brltish'^fthat cul- 
minated in the Boer'War.'^'Govcrn- 
ors who did not understand the 
. problems ot South Africa and th<! 
■-4 British forcibly taking control ot 
/S.the Dutch, free states upon discov- 
.\t)«ry of gold and diamonds caused 
«/(rouch of the old conflict. However, 
-I 'he tell that South Africans today 



are beginning to work together lo 
build up the country. 

Mr. Roberts dwelt most thorough- 
ly .with the Negro problems in 
South Africa. There are over eight 
million Africans in the country 
compared to two and a halt million 
Europeans. Without these natives 
the gold and diamond mines colild 
not be run. However except for 
the Hottentots .who >rcadily accept- 
ed Western methods and Jiavc be- 
come artisans for the most part, the 
Bantus and Zulus who comprise 
the rest of the native populatian 
are still wholly primitive, and al- 
tliough related they cannot be kept 
together because.lof fatal hostilities. 
Witch Doetora Bole 
"Even when urbanized they won't 
use doctors or dentists, but arc still 
ruled by witch doctors.' In addition 
these people arc divided into four 
main groups and have seven main 
languages, making them extremely 
difficult to deal with." 

Mr. Roberts- eXplained/^;..ihat 
foreigners tend to overlook the^ dif- 
ficulties ' with which the govern- 
ment is faced. He feels the govcrn-

Hughes Says 
Religion Must 
Start in Home 



"The home-must take on a heavy 
part of tile' child's religious educa- 
tion," said Prof. John Hughes, Di- 
rector ot the Department ot Edu- 
cation, at a regular meeting of the 
Canterbury Club yesterday. Prof. 
Hughes dealt with the topic "What 
is a Christian Education? 

'The basis of Christianity comes 
from the children whose parents 
gave them a Chrlstl'an education," 
he said. The ihain ' part of the 
school's job Is to teach the' child 
the scriptures. We cannot dispense 
with the daily worship period. If 
we do, we have misled something 
of great value." 

He mentioned that religious edu 
cation comes Into secular, studies As 
well, not only in ordinary, subjects 
but also in sports. "The child must 
learh'the art of winning modestly 
and losing cheerfully." 

"Education now is • pvcrsccular 
Ized," Prof. Hughes said. "Wc must 
re-establish religious education. It 
won't be an ea^y task, but it must 
be done it the school is to do its 
full share In.educatlnl; the child. 

"We must Improve our .relation- 
ships with our fellow-men," he said 
"God made us brothers, and he in- 
tended that we should be oiie." He 
gbve examples of the sinfulness of 
man, and mentioned that wc have, 
however, a hope of salvation 
through tne sacrifice ot Jesus 
Christ. 

During the question period he 
mentioned that he thought adult 
education would; helpi a great deal, 
and that a sectarian school can do 
a fine Job;if'it is not; narrow.

Mr. Mitchell stated that the 3,500 
new engineers who would be avail- 
able to employers nextspring would , 
allow many employers to carry' oitt il;-. 
plans for recruitment which hu f^ 
previously been restricted by the'-'-i 
Inadequate supply of graduates. >-^. 

He explained that the 3,200 en*'-^ 
gineering graduates in 1040 . had 
gone far towards taking up a back- ' 
log of openings but that the needs 
of many employers had still not 
been met, especially in the smaller^; 
firms, many of whom were oniy^- 
now .considering the possibility of ■ 
using engineering graduates' on ' 
their staffs. 

Mr. Mitchell reported that a sur- 
vey, made In 1948, had Indicated ' 
that an estimated 2,000 new engin- , 
cerlng graduates in each of the. 
five years from 1047 to 1051 inclu^ ' 
ive would be required to meet{tfiS 
dcmand ihiflPaiia dlan industryfitwj 
englneeiSÎ*^'''^" 

These estimates were being re- 
viewed with the same employers 
with particular reference to pros- 
pective needs In I8S0 and I85L 
While all ot these employers have ' 
not yet been coyered,.j_tlie^ne't;;r-^- 
suits to date . ahoWcd '^IncreMC- of v^i 
slightly more than ten per cent In 
the combined estimates made three 
years ago. 

In both 1947 and 1948 the actual vi^^ 
demand for engineering graduates-^;

Having decided lo Interview 
Professor J. Z. Locke of Ihe Phil- 
osophy departinent,^.'The Daily 
wu perttirb'èd^ïnd saddeiied 
when the news of his d^ath was 
made public. Wonderln.g what 
could cause an intellectual like 
|>rofesior Locke to end his own 
life by keeping his head sub- 
merged in a bathtub of Ice-water, 
The Oaily regretted thai the In- 
terview had not taken place. 

Last Tuesday, about midnight, 
while sItUng In the reading room 
of the Union, I thought of the 
time the. Professor had lectured 
on "Life the bitter with the 
bitter." I put down my Plato 
and began to think. My mind 
was functioning, but a numbness 
settled over me as I withdrew, so 
to speak, into the soul. Having 
completely subdued thé passions 
of the body and no longer consci- 
ous of the body, waves began lo 
reach my soul as If.anotKer was 
attempting to communicate with 
me. Recognizing Professor Locke's 
soul coming in through the wall, 
I sent thought waves back. (This 
Is. the method of communication 
in the world of Absolutes that 
the souls Inhabit) 

"How are you feeling. Profes- 
sor Locke?" I thought. . , 

"I'm not lo badly off aa yet but 
I do not 'feel* any more," he an^- 
vered. "My time — that Is Just 
a figure of thought now, yon un- 
derstand — has been pretty much 
taken up with the trial and now 
I'm waltint" 

"What for. Sir?" 

"Very few aoufa reach heaven. 
Philosophers have the best chance 
When my trial ended the panel 
rioaled lo Ihe room In which the 



decision Is lo be reached. I asked 
for leave to wander."

"There is a No Soul's Land be- 
tween the Celestial and Terres- 
trial planes and there all men 
are Judged." 

"Professor Locke, what type of 
life should, we lead?" 

"Well." he thought In a hesi- 
tant manner, "If heaven la lo be 
your destination, be a philosoph- 
er. We spend so much time de- 
fining, questioning and hair- 
splitting that we have no time to 
ain. W« .MoCjfi «U h e .world where 
IgnoVtnimrMmrasm'! blindly 
about,, •eeompliahing; nothing, go- 
ing nowhere, until Ihey die." 

He was thinking loudly now, 
but he stopped and raised his 
mind. Thoughts from another 
channel were In the room but I 
couldn't reach them. 

"Exeuse me," the Professor 
apologised, "but I mast return. 
t^sjjÉmwiT' has reached a decls- 
lon?Wi»?^ 

"But Professor," I thought wild- 
ly, "why did you commit suicide? 
Wiiat was death like?" 

I was too late. His soul wss 
gone. 

n ^as morning when my numb- 
ness left me and full . conscious- 
ness returned. I staggered down 
the stairs. After a few cups of 
coffee to calm my nerves, I went 
down to The Daily. The story 
created quite a stir. There was 
much speculation as lo whether 
contact could be re-fstabllahed. 
but so far I have been unsuccess- 
ful In all attempts.

sidering that many politicians con- 
tinue to breed intolerance. 
Not Enough Teachers 
A terrific demand' for schooling 
has been created but because of a 
lack of teachers and schools, there 
is much overcrowding. "It is im- 
possible to accommodate at present 
all children who wish to go to 
school. If we train all the natives 
who have gone to school, we would 
still not be able to satisfy teacher 
demand by 1860," Roberts ex- 
plained. 

Money that could, go toward edu- 
cation cannot be fully used because 
of a lack of schools and teachers. 
However the Bantu school children 
arc being better fed under the new 
government. In addition an educa- 
tional system is being developed 
that is more according to the tradi- 
tions of thé natives. It has been 
discovered, that Western education 
and culture, cannot be forced on 
these people as has been tried in 
the past Yet Mr. Roberts added 
these peoples' minds are hopelessly 
divided and present an almost im- 
possible task In teaching the ele- 
ments of cleanliness and justice. 

Still the government is spending 
25,300.000 on education a year. Tlie 
object is to help these people be- 
come self-sufficient and to be able 
to make a contribution to the coun- 
try. There are district officers iii 
charge of helping with local prob- 
lems, and schools provide a basic 
education and training in some vo- 
cational skills. Missionaries and 
church schools aro doing particular- 
ly fine work in this field. Books 
are being printed in the various 
languages for use in the schools

He will 
compile Information on education 
aid in other countries, including 
BriUin, Australia .and the . U.S. 
Britain now has^^a 'very extensive 
government scholarship and grant 
system; Australia's Universities 
Commission is now providing liv- 
ing grants to needy students, and 
the National Union of Australian 
University Students is now asking 
that the government make a direct 
grant to all colleges on a basis of

The United States has established 
the Fullbright scholarship system, 
under which European nations ow- 
ing the U.S. war debts can repay 
them in scholarships to American 
students abroad.

In its first report on the' -plan, 
designed to help relieve a world 
shortage of fats and oils, the gov- 
ernment's Overseas Food Corpora-
